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Interprofessional Committee Endorses 
Candidates 


Urges Voting in the April 8 Primaries 


Te Interprofessional Committee of 
Cook County, the coordinating 
group of physicians, dentists, and 
pharmacists, united for political action, 
has announced the names of candidates 
receiving its endorsement in the pri- 
maries of April 8. 

Candidates were screened according 
to qualifications, past records, and 
avowed support of free medicine or free 
enterprise. Dr. James H. Keith, vice- 
chairman of the Committee, stated that 
“although socialized medicine was de- 
ferred in the last session of Congress, the 
President’s new program of legislation 
indicates that the matter is not a dead 
issue at all. Seven of the nine proposed 
bills in his program deal with health and 
embody socialistic measures. These meas- 
ures are issued more circumspectly, but 
still present a threat to every man in the 
professions. 

“Voting in the primary,” he went on 
to say, “is of the utmost importance. It is 
here that the real decision is made as 
to which candidates shall be presented 
to the voter in the fall. If we desire men 
who will fight to retain the American way 
of life, which alone provides further op- 
portunity and incentive, we must make 
every effort in the primary to see that 
endorsed candidates are presented on 
the November ballot. I earnestly urge 
that every member of the profession not 


only vote on April 8 but inform others 
of the endorsements and encourage them 
to vote also.” 

Endorsements announced to date are 
as follows: 

For the United States Congress: Dr. 
W. E. McVey in the 4th District; Rich- 
ard W. Hoffman in the roth District; 
Timothy Sheehan in the 11th District; 
and Mrs. Marguerite S. Church in the 
13th District—and William G. Knox for 
the Illinois State Senate, 6th District. 

Those selected for the Illinois Legisla- 
ture in the Lower House are Thomas 
Paddon and William Thon in the 23rd 
District; and Albert Hackmeister in the 
31st District. Further announcements will 
follow.

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Social Security for Dentists 


he question as to whether dentists 

should receive social security bene- 

fits still remains unsolved. A sur- 
vey conducted in 1951 by the Council on 
Insurance of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation showed dentists equally divided 
as to whether we should or should not 
go under social security. One of the in- 
teresting features of this survey was the 
fact that the majority of dentists in the 
New England and Mid-Atlantic states 
were in favor, while in the remaining sec- 
tion of the country, the majority voted 
negatively. 

This diversification of opinion prompted 
the 1951 annual session of the House of 
Delegates of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation to postpone until the 1952 session 
any consideration of the Association go- 
ing on record in favor of the OASI (Old 
Age and Survivors Insurance). The 
House of Delegates, however, recom- 
mended that the constituent and com- 
ponent societies do all they could to 
bring to their members a thorough un- 
derstanding of the involved issues. 

The OASI, a part of the Social Se- 
curity program adopted in 1935 by Con- 
gress, is compulsory for those covered. 
Originally covering 35 million wage 
earners, the act was amended in 1950 to 
include about 10 million additional per- 
sons and now includes all self-employed 
individuals with the exception of den- 
tists, physicians, lawyers, farmers, and a 
few minority groups. The purpose of 
OASI is to provide a monthly pension 
of from $20 to $120 for both husband 
and wife after retirement at age of 65, 
and other survivors’ benefits. These bene- 
fits are financed by taxing a certain per- 
centage of the insured individuals salary 
or pay. How the balance of the money 
eventually needed will be raised is still 
unknown, except that it must come from 
the overtaxed taxpayer. The Congres- 
sional hearings on the 1950 amendments 
brought out many interesting features, 
pro and con, of the OASI. A summary 


of some of these comments from the wit- 
nesses called would therefore be in order. 

Herbert Hoover agrees that some pro- 
vision should be made by the govern- 
ment to protect the aged and their de- 
pendents, but an effective system, both as 
to cost and administration, has not been 
worked out as yet. He contends that the 
amounts paid into OASI by both em- 
ployees and employers is in reality an ad- 
ditional tax on these individuals, and 
since the government is dipping into 
this fund and replacing this money with 
IOU’s, then these same taxpayers will 
be called upon later on to pay taxes so 
as to replace money already collected as 
taxes but which has been spent. Mr. 
Hoover further states that the present 
system of building a reserve should be 
stopped and the entire OASI program 
put on a pay-as-you-go basis. Maintain- 
ing that the federal insurance system will 
eventually harm or even absorb the pres- 
ent independent systems, and since these 
systems offer more to their members in 
benefits and administration, they should 
be encouraged to carry on the fight for 
freedom. In answer to Mr. Hoover, Os- 
car Ewing, administrator of the Federal 
Security Agency, stated that the adminis- 
trative cost of the federal insurance sys- 
tem is about 3% and is in close rela- 
tionship to the cost of private companies. 
The investment of the reserve fund is in 
accord with the advice of the Senate Ad- 
visory Council, the Social Security Com- 
mittee of the American Life Convention, 
the Life Insurance Association of Amer- 
ica and the National Association of Life 
Underwriters. Life insurance and private 
annuities now held are far larger now 
than ever before. Mr. Ewing goes on to 
say that there is no question as to whether 
we can afford social insurance; it is a 
necessity. 

Maurice J. Tobin, U. S. secretary of 
labor, believes that social insurance will 
level the financial burden of old age, dis- 
ability, and death, and will tend to sta- 
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bilize our economy. U. S. Rep. Edward 
T. Miller (Md., R.) states, on the other 
hand though, that we must cut federal 
spending and balance our budget or all 
we have gained up to now will be lost. 
He says that “We should bear in mind 
two simple truths. Increased taxes and 
production costs promote inflation, and 
inflation decreases the value of the dol- 
lar. When the purchasing power of the 
security payment drops, security crum- 
bles.” 

Loula Dunn, of the Alabama Commis- 
sion of Public Welfare, contends that 
the insurance program is not broad 
enough, and since in America we believe 
that everyone should have an equal 
chance, the program should include all 
the people, give more adequate benefits, 
and should include all predictable risks, 
especially disability. Opposed to Loula 
Dunn is Marjorie Shearon, a legislative 
consultant, who would like to cut out 
some of this social insurance for she con- 
siders it as just one more income tax. 
The deeper we go into this program, she 
believes, the more involved we will be- 


come, and nationalized medicine will be 
the result. 

J. Douglas Brown, faculty dean of 
Princeton University, states that if the 
cost of social insurance is spread through- 
out our whole economy, and if this cost is 
counterbalanced by the benefits, then 
the contributions should return to the 
flow of consumption when they should do 
the most good. Howard Friend, research 
director of the Indiana State Chamber of 
Commerce, believes that the citizens of 
this country do not want to use social 
security as a means of redistributing the 
wealth, and if the taxes are increased 
any more, there will be nothing left for 
a person to take care of his own security. 

It is time that we stand up and be 
counted in this question of social insur- 
ance and that we make our opinions 
known so we can inform the American 
Dental Association. Additional informa- 
tion regarding this subject can be ob- 
tained free of charge from the Bureau of 
Public Information, American Dental As- 
sociation, 222 East Superior Street, Chi- 
cago, Illinois.—E. J. S.

RELIEF FUND CONTRIBUTIONS

Total contributions to the Relief Fund 
of the American Dental Association in 
the 1951-52 Drive reached $89,120 on 
March 11, an increase of $4,000 over last 
year’s figure at the same time.

must be received by the Chief of Naval 
Personnel (Attn: Pers B6221) before 
1 May, 1952. 

The grade of the appointment will be 
determined by the applicant’s age and 
professional experience. Normally the 
grade will be the same as that held in the 
Naval Reserve, but will not necessarily 
be with the same precedence and date of 
rank. No professional examination will 


be required. 


IOWA SAYS: SOCIALIZATION 
NOT FOR US 


Rep. Thomas E. Martin of Iowa says 
91% of the people in his district are 
opposed to socialization. He should know, 
he asked 39,800 of them to fill out a 
questionnaire and tell him. 91.7% said 
they did not favor the idea of socializa- 
tion and 8.3% said they did. Every oc- 
cupational group included in the survey 
was overwhelmingly opposed to socialized 
medicine and dentistry. Opposition to the 
idea was stated by 96.6% of the business- 
men, 86% of the laborers, 93% of the 
white collar workers, 91% of the profes- 
sional people, 94.8% of the farmers and 
90.2% of the remainder. Mr. Martin’s 
district is mostly rural but contains sev- 
eral cities such as Burlington, Keokuk 
and Muscatine.
